Welcome to our sale featuring the Getty Collection and other important consignments. Presented for 
your consideration are neaily 2,000 lots of United States numismatic material— including many scarcities 
and rarities. 

The First Session of the sale contains interesting items in just about every United States series from 
colonials through gold. Highlights include an original Proof 1848 half cent, a nice 1793 wreath cent, 
high-grade later large cents, the famous 1856 flying eagle cent, and a serial run of Indian cents, including 
two gorgeous Proof examples of the most desired date, 1877. Lot 115, which you can look up in the 
pages to follow, is, in our opinion, a great 20th century ''sleeper." The type set collector and date 
specialist alike will find many items of interest in the detailed offerings of nickel three-cent pieces, silver 
three-cent pieces, and nickel five-cent coins. Liberty seated half dimes and dimes offer many top-grade 
pieces. Among quarters there are many attractive Liberty seated issues and a modest but high-quality 
offering of Barber coins. Likewise, half dollars include better-grade coins. From an artistic viewpoint the 
MCMVII 1907 high-relief double eagle has always been considered to be a pinnacle in American coin 
design. You'll have the chance to bid on two of these. See Lots 617 and 618. Years ago a young lad 
visited the 1915 Panama Pacific International Exposition in San Francisco and, while there, bought some 
numismatic souvenirs. Little did he know at the time that sixty two years later in 1977 he would be 
consigning them to one of our sales! See Lots 638-641. As the end of the First Session approaches you'll 
find some patterns of note, including a rare 20c piece and two particularly rare trade dollars. The finale 
for the evening's activities is provided by several dozen interesting mint errors. 

Bust- type half dollars of the 1807-1836 years have long been collectors' favorites. Within this 
three-decade span are several hundred different die varieties, including interesting overdates, diecutting 
errors, and variations in striking. During the "reign" of this series these pieces were the largest 
currently-minted silver coins of the realm, for silver dollar production was suspended in 1803 and did not 
resume until 1840. 

The Second Session includes the largest, most extensive, and highest-quality specialized collection of 
1807-1836 bust- type halves ever to appear in an auction sale: over 400 pieces, most of which are, believe 
it or not, fully Uncirculated or close to it! Never before has the connoisseur had such an opportunity, 
and, once Lots 682 to 1088 are sold, it is unlikely that such an opportunity will ever occur again. 

Also highlighting the Second Session are many scarce and rare coins in other series from colonials 
through Liberty nickels. Lot 1091 is of super-interest to the bidder who likes romance, history, and in 
this case the esoteric-for the circumstances which led to this coin's form seem rather far-fetched now. 
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Lot 1100 offers a superb 1787 New York Indian copper, one of the finest of just 10 to 12 extant pieces. 
Proof half cents of 1855 and 1857 follow in short order, then some early large cents. Small cents are 
presented by date varieties. Yes, the rare ones are there— and in top condition, too. Then come two-cent 
pieces, nickel three-cent pieces (wonderful condition and variety!), silver three-cent pieces, and, last but 
not least, nickel five-cent pieces. 

The Third Session closes the Getty Collection Sale. Buffalo nickels, a splendid run of half dimes (with 
emphasis on higher grades) and including a mint-state 1795, and early dimes start the evening's activities. 
Among dimes we'll mention an Uncirculated 1829, the rare Proof 1857 and the nearly as rare Proof 
1858, and quite a few Uncirculated later issues, including an elegant 1942/1 overdate. Quarters include 
the enigmatic 1815 "L" for which an explanation has never been forthcoming, many nice Liberty seated 
coins, a smattering of Barber issues in higher grades, and, then beginning with Lot 1520, one of the nicest 
groupings of Liberty standing quarters ever to come up for competitive bidding. 

Liberty seated half dollars in higher grades and a beautiful selection of Uncirculated and Proof Barber 
halves will entice the prospective bidder. These large, impressive, and beautiful coins are becoming 
increasingly elusive as more and more numismatists compete to own a relatively small extant supply of 
these coins. Then come silver dollars, including some high-grade early pieces, a selection of outstanding 
Liberty seated pieces, and a nice offering of the popular Morgan and Peace issues. 

Rounding out the Third Session are many other diverse items, including a nice selection of trade 
dollars (with some scarce Proofs), gold dollars (including 1849-D, 1850-C, 1855-C, 1857-C), a very scarce 
1806/4 quarter eagle, some rare $10 pieces (such as 1795, 1799, 1841-0 and 1876), double eagles of 
1850 and 1907 (MCMVll), some select commemoratives, and several patterns— including the unique 
1794 silver dollar in copper, Judd-18, one of the greatest rarities in the field. Mr. Getty's collection of 
Bechtler gold coins is one of the finest to appear on the market in recent years. Less valuable but 
nonetheless interesting are quite a few high-grade small-denomination original Cahfornia gold pieces. The 
speciahst will have the opportunity to bid on some rarer territorial coins from the West, including two 
Mormon half eagles and several Colorado and California issues. Mint sets, C.C. Wright's huge and 
impressive Independence Medal, a nice offering of currency including the 1923 Legal Tender $10, the 
1869 $20 "Rainbow note," a set of Educational notes, and some fascinating double denomination 
notes-these and more close out what will go down in history as one of the greatest sales of 1977. 

The Getty Collection Sale indeed offers many delights for the collector, dealer, museum, and investor.

ship newly minted coins in kegs or barrels. Shortly after the 
Civil War one or more of these original mint-issued kegs of 
new cents were unearthed from beneath an old railway 
platform in Georgia. These kegs, when opened, were found to 
contain cents from several decades earlier, each coin as bright 
and gleaming as the day it was minted! 

After the discovery the cents were shipped from Georgia 
to a New York merchant in payment of a debt. This 
merchant then sold the cents for 90c per hundred (less than 
face value!) to William P. Chapman & Co., a dry-goods store 
in Norwich, N. Y. The Chapman firm then proceeded to give 
the old cents out in change as a promotional novelty. The 
public, which was accustomed to the then-current Indian 
cents and which had forgotten about the old large cents of 
yesteryear, refused the coins as ''counterfeits.'' 

A Norwich numismatist, John Swan Randall, learned of 
the early cents and purchased the undistributed remainder at 
the firm's cost of 90c per hundred. During the ensuing years 
coins from the Randall Hoard found their way into 
collections in every part of the United States. It has been 
estimated that early mint kegs held an average of 14,000 
coins each; so, even if the Randall Hoard consisted of but a 
single keg, the number of coins involved was tremendous. 

In the intervening years the Randall Hoard coins have been 
widely dispersed. As recently as the 1950s it was not 
uncommon to come across them in groups of five or ten 
pieces in dealers' stocks. Today, the demand for coins for 
inclusion in type sets plus the greatly broadened demand for 
coins in general has resulted in most Randall Hoard coins 
being in the hands of individual owners. Adding to the 
scarcity of pieces with original lustre and appearance is the 
penchant for dipping and cleaning the pieces in an effort to 
''improve" them. Of course, this has the opposite effect, but 
it is hard to tell the novice that. Now, Randall Hoard cents in 
pristine condition, as is the piece in Lot 31, are actually quite 
scarce.

HISTORY OF THE 1856 FLYING EAGLE CENT. A few 
notes concerning the history of this coin are in order. The 
1856 flying eagle cent has, for the past seventy five years, 
been one of the most desired United States coins. To many 
collectors the 1856 flying eagle cent is THE key American 
rarity. 

Information in the National Archives relates that slightly 
over six hundred 1856 flying eagle cents were procured from 
the mint in that year for distribution among Congressmen 
and others of influence in order to secure the adoption of the 
new small-size cent. This procedure was not unlike that used 
years later in 1879 in the attempt to approve the $4 gold 
Stella. In all probability the 1856 flying eagle cents known 
today in Uncirculated grade trace their ancestry to this 
original group of 600+ pieces. In addition, most worn 
specimens are originals which have found their way into 
circulation. 

The Proof specimens known are probably mostly restrikes 
made in 1859-1860 and a few subsequent years. The 1856 
flying eagle cent is found in several minor die varieties, which 
would be explained by their issuance at different times. From 
the number known today we would estimate that 
approximately one thousand Proof 1856 flying eagle cents 
were coined. As most Proofs went to collectors whereas most 
Uncirculated originals did not, the ratio of surviving 
Uncirculated specimens to surviving Proofs is less than ten to 
one. Uncirculated 1856 flying eagle cents are rarely offered 
today. When they are offered they usually sell for less than 
Proofs, for Proofs have often been regarded as a ''better'' 
grade (in actuality. Proof is neither less nor better than 
Uncirculated: each is DIFFERENT from the other). 

In the past a number of individuals have accumulated 
quantities of this particular cent. The most famous of these 
hoards was the spectacular group of 531 pieces owned by the 
estate of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, collector John Beck. An 
inventory of these coins was made in 1931 by George Clapp 
and showed specimens in all grades. During the past three 
years Jerry Cohen and Abner Kreisberg, acting on behalf of 
the trustees of the Beck estate, have been dispersing this 
hoard. Most have now found their way into the hands of 
individual collectors and dealers. 

Collectors today rarely if ever distinguish between original 
and restrike 1856 cents. In fact, it is not generally known 
that any were restruck. As all— originals and restrikes— were 
made within a span of several years the difference, especially 
as viewed now, over one hundred years later, is not 
significant. 

The price history of the 1856 flying eagle cent is 
interesting.

In the past decade the 1856 flying eagle cent price has 
remained more or less static, perhaps because of the 
awareness of the dispersal of the Beck Collection hoard. Now 
that the Beck holdings have been nearly completely sold 
(without adverse reactions on the part of the current 
market), many believe that the 1856 flying eagle price will 
start upward again.

Note: Among certain 19th century nickel and silver coins, 
Uncirculated examples are far rarer than Proofs. For 
example, in the present instance, 1880, there were 21,000 
business strikes (coins produced for circulation) and 3,955 
Proofs. All of the Proofs were sold to collectors who paid a 
premium for them and, consequently, saved them, usually 
with care. Allowing for loss, disappearance, mishandling, and 
other misadventures, it is probably safe to say that between 
half and three-quarters of the Proofs still survive today, say 
2,500 pieces. On the other hand, the survival of an 
Uncirculated 1880 is strictly a matter of chance. Collectors 
of the day who desired a specimen of 1880 for their 
collection usually bought a Proof. The only way an 
Uncirculated piece could survive would be through 
chance— by being saved in the 19th century equivalent of a 
piggy bank, or some similar happenstance. It is probably 
accurate to say that fe^ver than 2% of the 21,000 business 
strikes survive in any grade. This would amount to about 400 
pieces.

Prior to 1858 Proof sets were made for presentation to 
government officials, visiting foreign dignitaries, and other 
notables. During the 1856 and 1857 years certain 
Philadelphia dealers with connections at the Mint were able 
to obtain sets, but there was no open distribution to the 
general public. 

There are a number of unanswered questions among early 
Proof coin mintages. Why, for example, were large quantities 
(1000 sets each year) made in 1860 and 1861, to be followed 
by a precipitous drop to just 550 sets in 1862? Were all of 
the 1000 sets of 1860 and 1861 sold or were some melted? 
Other questions arise as well

So, artistry gave way 
to utility and the MCMVII and high relief features were 
subsequently abandoned, isolating the 1907 MCMVII double 
eagle as one of the most beautiful rarities our country has 
ever produced.

Superb Collection of 1807-1836 Bust Type 

Half Dollars 



The collection of 1807-1836 Capped Bust half dollars 
presented on the following pages is the finest we have ever 
encountered. So far as is known, it is not exceeded in quahty 
by any other collection in existence. Virtually every specimen, 
especially among the later years, is Uncirculated or close to it. 

Years ago the consignor, a prominent midwestern collector, 
set as his goal the acquisition of every die variety of half dollar 
minted between 1807 and 1836 of the Capped Bust style with 
lettered edge. The grade was to be the finest obtainable. Our 
consignor searched all over America in his quest. As part of his 
collecting endeavors he joined an informal group of some two 
dozen persons who shared his enthusiasm for the 1807-1836 
pieces, the Bust Halves Nuts Club. Individually, the members 
attended as many coin conventions as possible. For years they 
tirelessly checked over the inventories of half dollars of 
important dealers in all parts of the United States. They also 
bought private collections and issued a newsletter which 
reported on rarity ratings, known conditions of varieties, and 
other findings of the group. In the following enumeration we 
give footnotes in certain instances concerning the quality of 
specimens known to the consignor. This information, for the 
most part, is drawn from the research of the Bust Halves Nuts 
Club and represents a census or survey of the leading 
specialized collections in the field. 

The census taken by the club showed the consignor's 
collection to contain the greatest number of varieties in- 
Uncirculated grade. While not complete, it contains most 
varieties of most years— more than 400 high-quality coins in 
all. The consignor was most discriminating, not accepting even 
extremely rare varieties unless they were in very high grades. 
In virtually every instance his specimen of a given variety — 
whether it be AU, Borderline Uncirculated, or full 
Uncirculated— represents the finest quality available in the 
marketplace during the past two decades. Many, many pieces 
are believed by the consignor to be the very finest known of 
their particular variety. 

There were excellent reasons behind the consignor s decid- 
ing to collect the Capped Bust half dollars. A thorough 
guidebook exists— Al C. Overton's Early Half Dollar Die 
Varieties (by which this collection is attributed— the "0" 
numbers). The coins themselves, struck in great numbers when 
one considers the total coinage of all those years, were the 
foundation of commercial enterprise in the United States 
during the vigorous period often referred to as the era of 
Jacksonian Democracy: while Andrew Jackson was President 
(1829-1837) America expanded its boundaries westward, her 
citizens and government believing steadfastly in the natural 
right to do so. The national coinage played a vital role in this 
expansion, for it financed expeditions and migrations into 
unexplored regions west of the Mississippi, then a frontier 
fraught with unknown or misunderstood dangers and ele- 
ments. Because gold was rare and silver dollars, never popular, 
were not being produced and had disappeared from commer- 
cial channels, the United States silver half dollar was the coin 
of common exchange. In a way, it was what made possible the 
expansionist policy. 

Artistically, many consider it to be a masterful symbol of its 
time. A loosely frocked female, by 1807 widely accepted as an 
emblem of the idea of democratic Liberty, is surrounded on 
the obverse by 13 bold, six-pointed stars (standing, of course, 
for the first 13 states— even though stars having five points 



appeared on the national flag). The eagle on the reverse is both 
fierce and natural looking. Importantly, the denomination 
again appears on the half dollar— in the form of 50C.— after 
having been left off for some six years. 

The design is the work of John Reich, a most talented die 
engraver whose story is typical of that of many new Americans 
of the time. He was born in Germany of a father who was also 
a die-sinker of some distinction. The elder Johann Christian 
Reich designed and manufactured metalHc counters, clocks, 
mathematical instruments and other things of precision work- 
manship. John emigrated to America as a bondsman of Henry 
Voigt, chief coiner of the United States Mint at Philadelphia, 
for whom he first made scales. Although his considerable 
talent was apparent, and he even engraved several fine medals 
(including the Indian Peace medals which President Jefferson 
sent along on the Lewis and Clark Expedition of 1804-1806 as 
gifts to Indian chiefs), he entered the service of the mint only 
after quite a bit of difficulty. Bureaucracy and aging mint 
employees stood in his way. 

John Reich was about to return to his native Germany 
when, in March of 1807, the new director of the mint, Robert 
Patterson, persuaded Jefferson to hire him. In his recommen- 
dation, Patterson said of Reich that "the beauty of our coins 
would be greatly improved by the assistance of his masterly 
hand." 

The wisdom of Thomas Jefferson's decision to bring Reich 
to the mint's service is evident in the superb designs he created 
during his ten years as mint engraver.

^'^ Witch Pieces: One of the tragic episodes in the early 
history of the Bay Colony— the witch frenzy— has an indirect 
bearing on [this coinage], A wave of hysteria seems to have 
swept over the colonists in 1692, centering in Salem, 
although Boston ivas not unaffected. The cruel punishments 
after trials that were grossly unfair still bring amazement to 
anyone who examines the carefully-kept records. 

'^The epidemic was not confined to the ignorant or 
illiterate. Cotton Mather attended one of the trials and spoke 
in justification of the verdict. He also made his opinion 
known in print. Judge Samuel Sewall, later Chief Justice, 
twenty years after made a public confession of penitence for 
his judicial acts. 

"FFe are told that it was the superstitious belief of the time 
that wearing a bent coin afforded protection against the 
power of ^witches.^ Some of our Pine Tree coins show 
evidence of having once been bent, even though as we see 
them now they have again been flattened [Ed. note: the 
present Lot, unflattened, being perhaps a unique excep- 
tion!]. Some show dents which imply that teeth must have 
been the means of bending them initially. The thinness of the 



Pine Tree coins made bending an easy operation, and some 
with holes for suspension may have seen service in the same 
manner as those which were bent. " 

Sydney P. Noe observed that ^^It may have been a ^ witch 
piece^ that we find mentioned in ^Mother Goose'': 

There was a crooked man 
And he walked a crooked mile 
He found a crooked sixpence 
Against a crooked stile.

E, R, and L. Apparently hundreds, if not thousands, were so 
counterstamped, for the coins appear with regularity today. 

^^The raison d'etre for these counterstamps remains one of 
Americans greatest unsolved numismatic mysteries. One the- 
ory has it that the counterstamps refer to the weight of the 
coins— ^^E^^ being for ^^Extra^^ or ^^Excess'^ weight, ^^R^^ being 
for '^^Regular^' or ^'^ Regulation, and "L" being for ^'Light.^^ 
However, over the years we^ve checked the weights of 
better-grade counterstamps that have gone through our 
hands, and there appears to be no correlation in this regard. 

"/^ it possible that these coins were originally distributed 
in areas of the USA or possibly abroad-and the E, R, and L 
letters refer to this? Or, perhaps the silver came from special 
sources, and the letters kept track of this (in the same way 
that the mint- counter stamped CAL. quarter eagles of 1848 
identified these quarter eagles as having been struck from 
native California gold bullion). Or perhaps there is another 
explanation? Here is something for the researchers among 
us— ourselves included— to think about!

1835 1794 Copper trial piece. Unique. J-18 and of course this is the Judd plate coin. This was the first United 
States dollar coin struck at the mint— in fact, it is a trial piece (rather than a pattern) because it was 
struck from the regular dies before the stars around Liberty were added to the obverse design. This 
feature and minuscule hair details are all that make it different from the later pieces in silver. 

Most advanced collectors would probably consider this to be at least as desirable as the finest 
impression in silver, primarily because of its historical association. Legend has it that President George 
Washington personally inspected this very coin to determine and judge the aesthetics of our first 
dollar's design. Mint officials were also said to have given this coin to Washington as a memento, but 
that legend may be pretty safely dismissed as a result of the coin's provenance— though the possibility 
always exists ... 

The pedigree of this piece is at once impressive and a virtual roster of the most important names in 
the early years of our hobby. Once again we are indebted to the research of Jack Collins for supplying 
us with information from his in-progress monograph on the 1794 dollar. He has traced the coin back to 
the early 1860s, when John W. Haseltine let it be known that this coin was part of his cabinet. The 
evidence is fairly strong that the coin may have shown up when the first mint building was abandoned 
for the second, at which time such items as silver center cents found their way to the Mint Collection at 
Philadelphia. The physical properties of this 1794 copper impression suggest that it may indeed have 
been unearthed. At any rate, Robert Coulton Davis was involved, a collector known to have used his 
position as pharmacist to procure sizable amounts of laudanum for mint employees, by which route he 
obtained a number of coins from the mint cabinet. When the Davis Collection was sold in 1890, by 
Harlan T. Smith and David Proskey of the New York Stamp and Coin Co., this 1794 dollar was bought 
(for $35) by Lorin G. Parmelee, who sold it six months later along with the rest of his collection, again

through New York Stamp and Coin. George D. Woodside then bought it, and resold it less than two 
years later, on April 23, 1892, again through Smith and Proskey. This time a researcher bought 
it— William H. Woodin, who retained it for awhile but may have resold it before it turned up in the 
Waldo Newcomer Collection. Another gap in ownership seems suggested here, before Dr. J. Hewitt 
Judd acquired it and photographed it for his famous book on pattern, experimental and trial pieces. 
Abe Kosoff sold it in the sale entitled "Illustrated History of United States Coins," this with Max L. 
Justus in March 1962. The coin again disappears until the auction firm of Sotheby and Co. of London, 
England, offered it on December 14, 1973, when it fetched approximately $19,000 and was bought by 
Ed Milas of Rare Coin Company of America. It then traded within two months for some $39,000 
before being purchased by a Delaware collector for an advance on that price, reputedly during the same 
month. Finally it has come to us for auction. 

Interestingly, it appeared in the 1914 catalogue of the American Numismatic Society exhibition, 
having been loaned for the purpose by Woodin. Its fame casts a long shadow, and its authenticity is 
without question. 

It seems to us to be of utmost importance to American numismatics, being of course in a rarity 
league even beyond the finest of the 1,758 silver 1794 dollars. It weighs 327.3 grains. Our numismatists 
have come to a consensus in grading it Very Fine in overall sharpness. But the unfinished state of the 
obverse die contributes somewhat to the roughness of its appearance; and its areas of porosity on both 
sides suggest that it lay underground for some years, or perhaps among the dust and scraps of the 
coining presses at the first mint. The color is a pleasant medium brown. Though less than perfect, it 
remains a thrilling piece to contemplate— a museum piece which has somehow not yet found a 
permanent resting place.

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Exceptional Collection of Bechtler Gold Coins 



The twenty coins which follow are a remarkable assemblage of the pieces struck by the private Southern 
coiners known today as the Bechtlers. Father, sons and a nephew were all involved in producing these, 
among which figures the first gold coin of the dollar denomination made in the United States; it predated 
the first U. S. Mint gold dollar by some fifteen years and must have met a commercial need. 

The coins all have a romantic history— a story of creation and use which should make them much wanted 
by advanced collectors of coins related to the United States. Relatively few of the Bechtler gold pieces 
survive today, and it is fair to say that placing together a meaningful set of them poses a real problem. 
Rarity may be defined by such a factor. 

The elder Christopher Bechtler was a German immigrant who settled in Rutherford County, North 
CaroUna— a backwoods area for many years after he made it his home in 1830. With his sons, Augustus and 
Charles, he set up as a refiner, gunsmith, jeweler and private coiner, and by 1842 (when he died) had 
minted more than $2 million worth of gold coins of admirably high quality. Nephew Christopher carried on 
the work with Augustus, although the coins they produced were not quite so fine. These carry the legend 
A. BECHTLER. 

The Bechtlers' was the only private mint which ever operated in the southeastern part of our country, 
and their work will endure as a credit to their craft if only because of a curious fact which will eventually 
fade into legend: during the Civil War, quite a few Confederate war contracts and financial arrangements 
were culminated only upon payment in Bechtler gold coins. Neither federal nor CSA coin or currency 
would do !

Very Rare Independence Medal, B-53 




1911 The C. C. Wright Independence medal. Baker-53. A magnificent 
and exceedingly rare issue! This piece was Lot 442 in our 
Scott Collection sale, and the rest of our description quotes 
what we said in that sale: 

Obverse: Undraped bust of Washington facing to the left; 
on edge of bust, C.C. WRIGHT, D&F [C.C. Wright designed 
and engraved the dies]. GEORGE WASHINGTON in two 
parallel vertical Unes, divided by the bust. Reverse: A 
representation of Trumbull's painting of the Congress of 
1776, showing the committee making its report of the 
Declaration of Independence. A massive struck bronze medal 
measuring 91 mm. in diameter. 

Of this issue, Baker notes: "The Declaration of Indepen- 
dence will never lack in interest nor lose in importance, by 
being constantly referred to or delineated, and of the many 
attempts which have been made to perpetuate this event and 
fix it in the memories of our people, the well known painting 
by Trumbull takes a positive position. 

"But paintings are impaired by time and are subject to 
accidents, while prints and ordinary reproductions are easily 
destroyed. Metal alone approaches the indestructible, and 
when Charles C. Wright carried out his idea of reproducing 
this picture in connection with Washington, as a National 
Medal, he not only left a testimonial of his patriotism and 
artistic abihty, but also bequeathed to posterity a legacy 
which will survive and always be respected. 

"This medal, the largest of the Washington series, and 
second only in importance to the 'Washington Before Boston 
Medal,' was executed by the engraver a few years previous to 
his decease, which occurred June 7, 1854, at the age of 
fifty-eight. Mr. Wright, an American by birth and the best die 
engraver this country has produced, was the author of 
numerous works, many of them quite equal to this in merit, 
but his name will perhaps be better preserved by means of 
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the 'Independence Medal' than by any other of his efforts. 

"The head after Houdon is the best medaUic portrait of 
Washington known to us, conveying all the truth and 
character of the original, and is remarkable for its excellence 
of execution, simplicity pf treatment, and dignity of expres- 
sion. The reverse is admirably engraved, and is a faithful copy 
of the picture by Trumbull, representing the Congress of 
1776 and the committee making its report of the famous 
Declaration." ^ 

In his 1965 annotation of the Baker work. Dr. George 
Fuld noted that just three original specimens are known; 

those being the American Numismatic Society, Hon. and Mrs. 
R. Henry Norweb (ex. Park-Bernet), and Fuld (ex. Garvin) 
examples. The American Numismatic Society example is, of 
course, forever off the market. The present Scott Collection 
example may be the Fuld specimen or it may be another, 
perhaps the specimen handled by us about five years ago and 
sold to a prominent New York dealer. The coin is a toned 
Proof with some minor marks, one serving to identify this 
specimen being a small edge ding on the obverse opposite the 
A in WASHINGTON. The medal is superbly struck and 
possesses a beautiful chocolate-brown coloration. Dr. George 
Fuld valued this piece at $500.00 ten years ago in 1965, 
noting at the time that "pricing is conservative but realistic," 
and that "pieces sell at or above these prices." 

1965 is ancient history so far as the coin market is 
concerned. In the intervening years there has been a 
tremendous growth in interest in all numismatic areas, with 
the field of Washington pieces sharing in this heightened 
appreciation. The Independence Medal represents the largest 
and most important Washington medal in this collection, and 
one of the most desirable pieces in all of numismatics. Here is 
an American numismatic classic; an opportunity to own one 
of the rarest and most beautiful numismatic tributes to 
George Washington; an opportunity which may never repeat 
itself in your lifetime ...
